St. Louis, Mo., Dee. 4.— Deputy Cor-

I'MTIOI) STATICS KINAM'KS. 

\'r\v Void; Chainlier of Commerce Hem- 
etly for Tiirht Money. 

New York, Dec. 4.— The liuance and 
currency committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce made a report today "on a 
feasible men sure'' to provide- against 
tightness in the money market. The 
report says in part: "We Jimst come 
eight down to tho proposition that the 
only thing which can be done to make 
our financial statement safe ami sound 
and solid, is to get down to one legal 
tender, and thai is gold, and then tu 
bank upon a currency circulation enlarg- 
ed beyond the present authorized issues 
of national banks, mid based upon the 
credit of the legitimate trade of the 
country, and rigidly safe-guarded under 
the law." I 

The report suggests that banlks bo per- 
mitted to retire their circulation tit will, 
recomim'euds that tho coinage of $1,500,- 
000 silver dollars per month cease, anil 
that the silver bullion and silver dollars 
in the treasury be coined into subsidiary 
silver coins, and the the Secretary of 
tho Treasury he permitted to deposit 
customs receipts as well as international 
revenue receipts in national banks. The 
report was adopted, and the committee 
was directed by resolution to present 
the report in person to President Roose- 
velt. A resolution favoring the speedy 
negotiation of a reciprocal trade with 
Cuba was adopted, and also a memorial 
to the United States Senate urging fa- 
vorable consideration of the proposed 
i-eou.ucity ueaty vvitb. France. 



A small group of citizens stood ui

The Colonel smiled, thought for a 
moment, and said: "Well, perhaps it is 
time that 1 should lake steps to vindi- 
cate myself in tl yes of the public, 

for inv position has I n very much 

misunderstood, and I have suffered a 
meat deal from the misrepresentation 
of my political opponents both in and 
out of the House. My lips have been 
sealed up to the present, out Of con- 
sideration for the wishes of my friends, 
but now that a change has come, and 
that 1 occupy the position of leader, I 
feel that the time is opportune to dis- 
abuse the minds of the public ns to my 
position and motives. At the same time 
1 do not deem it necessary that I 
should make a statement, My word 
has been so often doubted of late that 
1 am beginning to have serious appre- 
hensions us to the truth even or my 
thoughts, hat if you will see the mem- 
bers of in v election committee, Messrs.

MaoDonuld said: About 
the tirst of June Col. Prior scut Ids 
written resignation to us, tho members 
uf his election committee, with a re- 
quest to act upon it ns we deemed most 
advisable in the interests of tho prov- 
ince, and of Victoria in particular. The 
resignation was addressed to the Pre- 
mier, and enclosed to Mr. I). It. Ker, 
chairman; of the committee, and it was 
unqualified in every way, there were no 
conditions attached, and it might have 
been handed to .Mr. Dunsniuir then or 
al niiR subsequent time up to the date 
of Mr. Liunsinuir's retirement. 

Cpon the receipt of the resignation a

wii ich lie was present. die expressed 
his wish to resign, in view of the turn 
of affairs with regard to railway mat- 
ters, but tho committee was unanimous 
in requesting him to retain his seat 
while there was nay possibility of se- 
curing the building of the Canadian 
Northern Railway. 

Mr. J. B. Mackenzie, corroborated Mr. 
MacDoaald's statement, and added, that 
Col. Prior felt very strongly that his 
duty was to resign his place in the 
Cabinet on account of the failure ol 
the government to carry out the Cana- 
dian fNortherr. contract us originally pro- 
posed. He desired to place himself right 
with his supporters and the electorate 
generally, but his opinion was overruled 
by l he committee, the members of which 
regarded his retirement from public life 
ui this critical lime in the affairs of 
the province as little short of a disaster. 
Thev therefo-e urged him to remain in 
ollle'e, and wail the turn of events, hop-

ioiin, Cnder Ihe circumstances Col. 
Prior consented to let matters stand, 
but pointed out to the committee that 
his resignation was in their hands and 
wholly at their disposal, and that tiny 
were ' at liberty to present it to Mr 
Ptiusuiuir at anv time that they should 
consider Mich action advisable or neces- 
sary. 

iMr. George Kussell said he felt very 
keenly that Col. Prior had been the 
victim of unfair criticism, of the most 
violent description, ever since ho had 
been elected as a member for A Ictoria 
in th.v provincial legislature. "liming 
an intimate knowledge of all that oc- 
curred before and after Col. Priors 
election," said Mr. Itussell, "I consider 
myself in a position to state positively 
that he was imposed from first to last 
to anything in' the nature of deceiving 
the public on the railway question, and 
I consider it my duty not only as a 
supporter of Col. Prior, but as a citi- 
zen of Victoria, to set him right before 
the public. I hiring (he election cam- 
paign Col. Prior was convinced that 
the proposed contract with the Canadian 
Northern would be carried out to the 
letter and 1 feel convinced that it was 
only 'upon that distinct understanding 
that he accepted office and offered him- 
self as a candidate. .Inst us soon as he 
discovered that it would be impossible 
for the government of which lie had 
become a member to carry out its policy 
in that respeet, he did what any honest, 
fairminded man would have done— he 
wrote his resignation and handed it to 
tin' chairman of his election committee, 
to which he held himself responsible, 
with an unqualified request that if in 
the judgment of the gentlemen compos- 
ing the committee his position -wan in- 
consistent with bis anti-election pledges 
thev should forward it to Mr. Dims- 
TOUlr.

"The public," said Mr. Mable. "should 
withhold judgment in this matter until 
they thoroughly understand nil the facts 
in connection with the case, and -when 
these are known I venture to say Col. 
Prior will secure the support and sym- 
pathy of t: large majority of the elec- 
tors. 

Mr. XV. HI. Price, another member of 
the committee made the following state- 
ment : 

"1 always felt assured that Col. Prior 
would vindicate his promise in regard 
to the Canadian Northern as soon us 
the opportunity presented itself, and 
knowing of the promise made by the 
H ui. J. Dunsniuir, that he would re-

placed at about 40,000. This is a most 
liberal estimnte. 

On the same basis the 0.'! constituen- 
cies of Ontario would give a majority 
for prohibit ion of about 70,000, but 
majorities do not count in this contest. 
If a liberal estimate can only give 108,- 

000 votes for 50 of the lending constitu- 
encies, it is easy, to see that the re- 
maining forty-four, included among 
which are the more sparsely et- 

1 led constituencies, can hardly be- 
expected to contribute 105.000 'votes. 
How far the prohibitionists will 
come from attaining the desired number 
of votes it is as yet impossible to stnte. 
but based on the returns received it will 
not be surprising if they are at least, 
40.000 shy. Toronto was the greatest 
surprise of the day. It had hitherto re- 
corded itself in favor of license, but to- 
day voted by 1,470 in favor of the pro- 
hibition act. Other leading centres of 
the province, which voted against the 
act, were North Waterloo, Windsor, and 
Belleville. North Waterloo by 1,700, 
Windsor by 5-17 and Belleville by a scant' 
2." .Cities which voted against the net 
wore: Kingston, 22: London. 101; St. 
Catharines. 222: Ottawa with suburb, 
700: and Hamilton followed Toronto 
with a majority of 57.'! for the net. 



STRIKE COMMISSION. 

Miners' Witnesses Continue Their Evi- 
dence. 

Seraiiton, Pa.. Dec. 4.— At today's ses- 
sion of the anthracite strike commission, 
tho representatives of the mine workers 
continued to cull witnesses, mostly 
practical miners, who told their story 
of conditions as they exist in the Hazel— 
ton or Middle coal fields.' The miners 
tried tu show by their witnesses that 
tin- companies had violated the agree- 
ment entered into by both sides when the 
commission was appointed, that tho- 
strikers should return to work and ho 
given their old places back where they 
had not already been filled. Some of 
the witnesses testified that they were, 
not given their old places and maintain- 
ed that men prominent in the union in 
the various localities during the strike 
were discriminated against. Tho com- 
mission has decided to invite the mine 
inspectors to appear before them, be- 
cause the miners claim that the work- 
men fear to inform the mine inspectors; 
of dangerous or unhealthy places in the 
mines because the inspectors are usual- 
ly accompanied by some representative- 
of the company, who may cause the* 
man's dismissal. Rumors of possible 
negotiations looking towards a settle- 
ment outside the commission continue: 
to he- heard. Several atorneys have re- 
lumed to New York. Whether or not 
it is connected with peace negotiations 
cannot be learned. The opinion still 
prevails here, nud rather strongly, too, 
that the operators and miners will agree 
on must points before the commission, 
concludes iis hearings.

Loudon, Dec. 4.— Shamrock 
Thomas Lipton's new cbalU'iie 
America's cup. had a narrow escape from 
being burned tonight in a fire which 
did great damage to the 'Denny's ship- 
building yards at Dumbarton. Only 
strenuous efforts saved the challenger, 
now well advanced in her construction 
from destruction. Red hot cinders were 
blown on the roof mid sides of the shed 
in which the Shamrock III. is now being 
built. The lire was most ttieree in tht 
litters shop, and the wind blew in thft 
direction of the Shamrock's shed, which 
is only .'30 yards distant, for an hour. A 
special force of men had hard work 
to safeguard the challenger. Eventually 
the litters shop was gutted, but the -fire 
was got under control. Al! the material 
parts of the Shamrock III. are safe, al- 
though the construction of the yacht will 
he delayed for some time. Shipbuilder 
Denuy said be feared at one time that 
there 'was not the slightest hope of sav- 
ing the challenger. Tho lire was of ac- 
cidental origin. The damage done to 
the yards is estimated at $100,000, and 
about 700 workmen will lose their eni- 
ploj incut by the lire. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
conveyed the first news of the lire to 
Sir fThonias Llpton, who -was much con- 
cerned. "She has certainly begun with 
bad luck early," said Sir Thomas. 
"Shamrock II. started with a tine bath 
when she dropped her mast and sails 
in the Solent. She too had a fire when 
her sails were nil burned. I nm, of 
course, thankful that now the challenger 
has escaped, hut I fear that the damage 
done to the shipyard may seriously re- 
tard the work on her."

A most unjustifiable attack 
has been made upon tho policy of the 
government, by which an endeavor lias 
been made to stir up sectional strife, be- 
cause the promoters of the Canadian 
Northern railway expressed their Inten- 
tion of giving Victoria a terminal con- 
nection with that system. Very natur- 
ally this intention of the company, adopt- 
ed for business reasons of their own, 
was not calculated to antagonize the 
people of Victoria. Hut it has been as- 
serted that tli is proposal was an onerous 
condition in the Canadian Northern 
company's contract, tor which the gov- 
ernment was paying a heavy considera- 
tion. The design of this statement is 
very clear upon the face of it. It hast 
been set about for the purpose of pre- 
judicing British Columbia as a whole, 
except Victoria, against a propositi by 
which Victoria was to benefit. Its ab- 
surdity is equally clear. No sane gov- 
ernment, and the present government is 
particularly sane, would endeavor to 
benefit one city at the direct expense of 
the general revenue. The benefit to 
be derived by Victoria from this road 
is as purely incidental as the benefit to 
He derived by Quesnel in Cariboo. We 
very linn n question whether Victoria 
will ben, -lit to any larger extent than 
Vancouver, and none of the benefit de- 
rived hy Victoria will he at the expense 
of Vancouver ur of any city, municipal- 
ity or district of British Columbia. The 
u lade country will benefit.

The primary work nf the nurse Is to cure 
, for Hie maternity cases. Of these, 12 have 
\ been attended during the past year. The 
I committee Is very careful to make a full 
Investigation, and Mrs. Herbert never un- 
dertakes a case where payment fur a doc- 
) tor and nurse i.s possible. The home com- 
mittee, which Is regularly appointed, keeps 
I lu touch with all eases, and reports to the 
I full committee every month. 
I Paring the past year 51 other eases have 
'been under the charge of the nurse, some 
helng chronic"" and some requiring her ser- 
vices for only a short time. The number of 
visits paid has been 827, which tells its 
own story of the usefulness of the society. 

The numler or chronic cases needing 
care and nttention seemed so largo that 
, the committee took Into consideration the 
question of providing a home to be under 
the supervision of Mrs. Herbert, where 
live or six of the more helpless old men and 
women could be looked after. This scheme 
•would not hnve necessitated diminishing 
the outside work. A fund wns started, the 
Mayor kindly promised to give some flnan- 
clal aid, the house was taken, the patients 
were waiting to go In, when suddenly the 
residents in the neighborhood, without un- 
derstanding the o'bleet of the Inline, pre- 
sented a petition to the City 1 Council and 
within a week a communication was re- 
ceived from the municipal authorities, say- 
ing that while there seemed no cause for 
the alarm among the property-holders, it 
would be wiser to secure a house in nn- 
other locality, and so tho proposed good 
work en/mo to a standstill. So loud was 
the opposition that It would have been 
useless to attempt to rent a house else- 
where, and the poor old men who are not 
eligible for the city home linvo to tfn on 
taking care of themselves In their cabins 
as 'best they can. but the monthly reports 
of the' Home Nursing Society show that 
Mrs. Herbert often finds time to go aitd 
cheer them by a visit. Other schemes for 
the home have heeiiiconshlored, but noth- 
ing can be done until a house is either 
built or provided, and then there would he

Every department of this 
brewery, from (lie buying of the ma- 
terials to the holding of the finished pro- 
duct, it in direct charge of these prac- 
tical men, the owners of the business. 

From t ho very si a rl t bese men decided 
to double the cost „f ordinary brewing, 
in order that Schlitz beer might he ab- 
solutely pure. They bored six wells 
dowi) to rock, in order to secure water 
without a touch of impurity. They 
built a plate glass room for cooling the 
beer, and arranged so that all the air 
which touched the beer was passed first 
through an air filter. 

They built, machine filters for thor- 
oughly filtering the beer before it was 
bottled. They installed the Pasteur 
system for sterilizing every bottle nftor 
it \i sou 'oil. 

They built refrigerating rooms of 
400.000 barrels capacity, so that the beer 
•night be aged there for months before 
it was marketed. This was because beer 
which is not sufficiently aged causes 
biliousness. 

All this made Schlitz boor cost, twice 
as much in the brewing as a common 
beer need cost, and knowing ones said 
that they could never make it pay. Thaf 
people cared little for purity. 

The facts stated above indicate that 
they have made it pay, and that people 
do care for purity.

The 
registration of the property owner is, as 
it wore, automatic in that the owner 
has not to secure special registration; 
but not so witli householders and licen- 
sees, and the latter should bear the 
fact in mind if they take any interest in 
civic affairs and desire to avail them-

"With the admission into the United 
States of zinc ores from the Slocau.frce 
of import duty, the silver-zinc mines of 
that district will be shipping 75,000 tons 
of zinc concentrates annually within a 
year from the present time,'' said By- 
ron D. White, one of the heavy stock- 
holders of the Slocan Star and other 
Slocan mining properties, when seen at 
his rooms in the Itidpath last evening, 
says the Spokcsmau-Keview. Continu- 
ing, IMr. White said: 

"We have been working for some time 
to secure the admission of zinc concen- 
trates, ami I am in a position to con- 
lirni the press despatch from Kaslo 
printed in this morning's Spokesman- 
K view to the effect that such a conces- 
sion has been made by die revenue au- 
thorities of the 1'aited States govern- 
ment. There is no home market for the 
British Columbia zinc ores, and if the 
duty which prevails on lead were applied 
on zinc the treatment of the silver-zinc 
ores of the Slocan district for the zinc 
would be prohibitive. 

"As a matter of fact, tin' zinc values 
in the Slocan Star ores have hitherto 
lii-en run off as so much waste. There 
are a dozen or more mines tiiat will 
produce ores giving 45 per cent, in zinc. 
Ores that will run (10 per cent, in zinc 
at the present price which is lixed by 
the Joplill, Mo., market will yield $40 
;.. the ton smelter returns. Fifty cents

"It will therefore be necessary for the 
Slocan mines to put in individual plants 
fur the roasting and treatment of the 
ore by magnetic process to bring the 
concentrates up to the GO per cent, basis 
before the ores can he handled at a 
good profit. With proper methods of 
treatment along the lines mentioned the 
Slocan ores can be shipped to the United 
States smelters at a profit of the mine- 
owner of from $S to ¥1(1 per ton. 

"An annual net income of $750,000 
from this source alone, besides the large 
sums that will he expended in mining 
and treatment of the ore on the ground, 
will mean much for the Slocan district. 
These ores run from 5,0 to UHI ounces 
in silver, so that the average value per 
ton is about. $75. 

"The Payne, the Kos'un and the 
Idaho mines are ready to ship zinc con- 
centrates, and I understand the first two 
have already contracted to furnish 1,500 
tons to the smelter :it [ola, Kan.

To Enalble tho Borrowing of a Sum oi 
S200.000, Secured Upon tho SeweL" 
Rentals nnd Sower Kates, with tha 
.Guarantee of the City of Victoria. 

WHEREAS It la Intended to borrow, 
upon tho security of tho sower rentals anil 
sewer rates or tux Imposed by By-Daw No. 
•100 of the City of Victoria, passed on tht» 
24th day of November. 1902, with tho 
guarantee of the city, the sum of $200,000. 
to he expended in the extension of the 
sewers within the City of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the said 
rentals, rated or tax chargeable for tho 
rear 1P03 Is estimated at $10,500. and no 
Incumbrance has heretofore been created 
upon the same. 

AND WHEREAS the moneys borrowed 
will be primarily charged and secured 
upon the said rentals, rates or tax. 

AND WHEREAS the total amount re- 
quired to be colk-cted annually upon tho 
said sewer rentals, rates or tux to pay tho 
Interest upon the tsald debt of $200,000 and 
to repay the principal debt by sinking fund 
■within 50 years la $0,810, and it is not 
estimated that there will be any de- 
ficiency. 

AND WHEREAS it la proposed to bor- 
row tho said sum of $200,000 upon deben- 
tures as hereinafter appearing.

Had Heavy Gale When Qff the 
Cape on Tuesday 
Last. 



La France Had Narrow Escape 
—Empress Bringing Large 
Silk Shipment. 




The 'British bark Benecia, Cnpt. Jones, 
which brought general cargo to thir, port 
lour years ago, arrived in the Royal 
[lionds yesterday morning, 70 days from 
Adelaide, Australia, after an uneventful 
passage, other than for the buffeting 
.she received when lying hove to under 
her lover main top-sails for ten hours 
during the heavy Southeast of Tuesday, 
when about 00 miles Southwest of Capo 
•Flattery. 

The Beuecia sailed from Adelaide on 
September -0, and had line weather un- 
til she run the easting down, and from 
-10 .South to the Equator, although no 
•Southeast trades were experienced, she 
liad strong Northeast trades, and from 
The line until she was about (10 miles 
off the Equator on Tuesday she had 
fair weather. 

The Beneeia was in ballast, and had 
reached the vicinity of the Straits when 
the strong Southeaster winch blew in 
the city °u Tuesday night was encoun- 
tered. The wind blew with great veloc- 
ity, and for ten hours the bar!; lay hove 
to under her lower main topsails alone, 
laboring in a heavy sea, but she sus- 
tained no damage, nnd stood off the 
Cape. yesterday morning about 2:it() 

si ttered the Straits, and was picked 

up by liK' tug Pioneer, which towed her 
to tlie Roans, where she anchored yes- 
terday morning. 

The Benecia here for Orders, 
ing a charter. When she was last here 
four years ago, sho was given -10 shil- 
lings to carry wheat from Tacoma to 
the Cape, but now it is doubtful if she 
could secure half that price, in fact it 
is hardly likely that she could get 20 
.shillings. The vessel cannot earn half 
as much today as she could when the 
freights were good four years ago. 

The Renoeia went to Adelaide in bal- 
lrst from South Africa, having taken a 
grain cargo to the Cape. She left Aus- 
tralia in August last and hardly had 
she reached hev destination when the 
great demand for grain started in the 
Antipodes and the shippers would gladly 
Jinve paid freights back from the Cape 
if they could have had the cargo they 
bad shipped returned to them. Now, in- 
stead of grain being shipped from Aus- 
tralia, that continent is importing con- 
siderable quantities there being largo or- 
ders at all Pacific Coast ports for grain 
cargoes for Australia. 

The California, which is owned by 
the same firm as the Benecia, and which, 
like the Benecia was hero four years 
ago, when she was known as the Walter 
11. "Wilson, is now loading grain nnd 
general freight for Australia from Van- 
couver, taking tbe cargo which was to 
have been shipped by the steamer For- 
erie, for that vessel, which is now en 
route from Suva with fivo thousand 
tons of sugar for Vancouver, could not 
lie secured for the return voyage to 
Australia. The Foreric has been char- 
tered to load lumber at Portland, and 
the California was secured to take her 
cargo. 

At San Francisco there are ordeTs for 
no less than 25,000 tons of wbeat, de- 
livery of which in Australia hns been 
contracted by O. "\V. McNear and other 
largo exporters of the Golden Gate. 

In Victoria there is a demand for n 
vessel for lumber for the Cape, for which 
it is expected that a freight of -17 shil- 
lings will be paid. There are several 
vessels disengaged now in port, the Gal- 
gate anil Alice A. Leigh being still in 
the Roads seeking orders.
